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W hat It Takes to Put out Bayonet 


A lot of you are the type that think that all it takes to put out 
a school paper is to get together for a few minutes and write out a few 
stories, take a few pictures, and there we are all ready for the press. If 
this were the case, I assure you that there would be a paper on your 
tables every other day. But just to show you how wrong you are, let me 
go through, roughly, what it takes to put out your Bayonet. 

Before we start, let me remind you to notice the time it takes and 
see if you can guess where it comes from. . . .we can’t. 

Let us assume that we have already gotten a printer and the con- 
tract signed. The first thing that must be done is to make up the dum- 
my which takes approximately two to three hours. This merely means 
planning how the write-ups are to be placed in the paper. This time 
must be taken away from the time devoted to the cadet’s personal life. 
As a matter of fact almost all the time given to the publication is time 
which the cadets have given up from athletics, sleep and any other 
thing which he might have thought of doing. It is a hard long grind, 
but we are willing to do it for the corps. 

After the dummy has been made up, the long task of putting to- 
gether the stories begins. Not just anybody can write an editorial, or 
a sports write-up, a humorous event or just plain news. It takes some- 


one who has had training in journalism or some such course and has 


— __ sso jaeination. We .do.n»t-havestoo.manyof this type boy in 


school; therefore those who are tichadenl in this class have to do most 
of the work; hence, at times the paper is slow in coming out. Also it 
is to be remembered that the cadets on the staff have subjects the 
same as anybody else and at times, every hour must be spent on them. 

It is the job of the editor to see that all the write-ups are handled 
by people who know something about the subject on which they are 
writing. He must see that a wrestling meet is not written up by some- 
one who is an editorial writer and vice versa. Now comes one of the 
pitfalls of the publication. . . .some things must be gotten from the 
cadets of the corps not on the staff .. . Things like quadrangle quirps. 
It is to be remembered that the members of the staff were willing to 
give up their time, but very rarely do you find someone in the corps 
who will follow that example long enough to do fifteen minutes worth 
of work. Often the staff must take on this obligation also. 

Now we are assuming that we have all the writing before us as 
they came from the hands of their respective writers. Are they ready 
to be put into print? Hardly! They must be gone over for grammati- 
cal errors, and at times be rewritten because of bad sounding sections. 
This again takes time, the staff’s time. 

Finally, we are ready to go to press. The material is taken to the 
printer who finds how the type is to be set. Many times the type does 
not come out even, and more things must be written up. This must 
be done rapidly because the fills must be in the printers hands very 
shortly, so he may go on with the printing. 

A few days later the Bayonet is ready for your reading pleasure. 
But even while you are reading it the staff is starting all over again. 

There are two things that take to make a Bayonet. . . .Time and 
devotion. Your staff is willing to give up both. Let’s help them some; 
what do you say?

Read And See

noted in each issue of the Bayonet, and report on one. The books 
which are eligible for the second contest are “The Gilded Hearse,” 
“Prisoners in the Night,” ‘Mister Roberts” and “Gone With the 


Wind.” 


In 1945 Frederic Wakeman’s 
“The Hucksters’ made fun of. the 
radio and advertising business and 
became a best-seller. Charles O. 
Gorham has written a fantastic 
dig at the book publishing indus- 
try and has called it “The Gilded 
Hearse,’ which is a nice way. of 
saying “the bum’s rush.” The pub- 
lishing firm of Hutchinsons, In- 
corporated believes in the practice 
of Man Eat Man, and as each mem- 
ber of the firm becomes uzeless 
with age (10 years is TOO long in 
power), a younger member is 
brought in to devour him. Rich- 
ard Eliot is the bright young man 
of “The Gilded Hearse” who is on 
the way up, and in the process 
just about ruins himself and his 
wife. The action takes place from 
dawn to dawn on a day shortly 
before Hitler took the Sudeten- 
land, and moves briskly from an 
intimate scene on the New York 
bound train to a ferocious meeting 
of the Board of Directors, thence 
to an autograph party, a cocktail 
party and on into the dawn of the 
new day. The story sweeps rapid- 
ly along and is extremely interest- 
ing. It is not a really good book, 
but is one of those novels the book 
preaches against—the best-seller. 


Olga Lengyel’s “Five Chim- 
neys’” exposed life in a Nazi con- 
centration camp and now Andrew 
Corvin Romanski writes of simi- 
lar experiences, in novelized form, 
in a Russian Prison Camp. All of 
the horrors which Mrs. Lengyel 
went through have not disappear- 
ed from the earth, for the life 
Romanski leads in Camp 90 is un- 
believably horrible. The camp is 
but one of the Soviet camps in 
the sub-Artic wilderness where 
there are between ten to fifteen 
million political prisoners exist- 
ing from day to day. Just as ‘Five 
Chimneys” was not a pleasant 
book to read, ‘‘Prisoners in the 
Night” makes for grim reading. 
As Mr. William Philip Simms said: 
“It makes you sense what life and 
death in a Russian labor camp are 
like. And it pictures the terrible 
struggle for survival even among 
Red officials.” Get a copy of “‘Pris- 
oners in the Night” and see just 
how closely the Russian camps 
parallel those of the Nazis. The 
brutality of the Nazi’s lives on 
in the camps of the Russians. 


Gn 17 February “Mister Ro- 
berts’” by Thomas Heggen be- 
comes a play on Broadway. Henry 
Fonda will be the leading charac- 
ter and after having read the book, 
we think he’ll probably make an 
excellent Mister Roberts. Lt. Ro- 
berts is stationed aboard the Na- 
val auxiliary U.S.S. Reluctant, a 
cargo ship. Unlike the carrier and 
the battleship, she has none of 
their glory and has seen none of 
their actions, for she is a perpet- 
ual link behind the lines. Roberts 
is the First Lieutenant and the 
Cargo officer. He joined to fight 
for his country, but instead finds 
himself fighting the captain. He 
has 178 other members of the 
erew on his side, and it’s an even 
match. The captain likes palm 
trees—they disappear, the cap- 
tain doubles the number—they 
mysteriously are dropped over- 
board. The captain refuses to show 
“Since You Went Away’’—he gets 
a gigantic spit-ball in the neck. 
The captain refuses liberty—a 
girl shows up aboard ship and the 
men hide her. Telescopes are used 
to enjoy life ashore, especially 
since a Nurses Camp is within 


range. Shoe’ markings in odd 
places, a searchlight almost: hits 
the: captain... -and- so it goes. 


Neither side gives in; but in the 
end,’ the crew wins its battle.

Seldom has a book or movie 
created: as much of a furor as has 
“Gone with the Wind,” one of the 
finest novels-ever written and cer- 
tainly one of the best, if not the 
best, movie ever filmed. This epic 
novel of the Old South was written 
by Margaret Mitchell just 12 years 
ago. The book has sold over 5,- 
000,000 copies and the movie has 
grossed over $30,000,000, and is 
now playing to large audiences all 
over the country in its third re- 
vival. Shortly the Visulite will 
have the reissue which is just as 
good as it was in 1938. The acting 
of Vivien Leigh as Scarlett O’Hara 
won her an Academy Award. In 
fact, in that year “Gone with the 
Wind” won nearly every award 
that the Academy of Arts and 
Sciences had to offer. By now the 
story of Scarlett and Rhett is a 
well-known one. The background 
is Georgia in 1861 and in every 
way possible the movie manages 
to make you believe that you are 
in Atlanta and are a part of the 
War Between the States. The tech- 
nicolor has faded somewhat, but 
it remains a masterpiece of shad- 
ings and tints. The burning of At- 
lanta, Tara before and after the 
war, and Twelve Oaks are mag- 
nificently photographed. The mov- 
ie follows the book as closely as 
any movie has ever been able to, 
and the result is three hours and 
forty-six minutes of the finest 
acting, direction, setting, musical 
background, and story that Hol- 
lywood has ever produced. Par- 
ticularly fine in the acting de- 
partment, besides Scarlett, is 
Clark Gable as Rhett, Hattie Mc- 
Daniels as Mammy, and Olivia de 
Havilland as Melanie. The book is 
worth reading more than once 
and the picture is worth seeing 
every time that it plays a return 
visit to a neighboring theatre. 
Read and see “Gone with the 
Wind.” 


For three years John van Dru- 
ten’s “Voice of the Turtle’ played 
to capacity audiences in New York 
City. Warners now brings it to the 
screen and has changed the one- 
set scene-three character play in- 
to a large production. Eleanor 
Parker has the role that Margaret 
Sullivan had on Broadway and 
Ronald Reagan has the Elliott Nu- 
gent part. The other member of 
the screen triumvirate is Eve Ar- 
den. Unfortunately, and as usual, 
the movie is not as good as the 
play. In fact, now that the war 
is over, the story seems rather 
slim and even boring in spots. 
Ronald Reagan is a soldier on a 
three day pass in New York. Eve 
Arden, a _ sophistocated-not so 
nice girl, pawns him off on Elea- 
nor Parker, a bachelor girl in love 
with her boss, who worries the 
rest of the movie about her mor- 
als.

The 
screen version has been cleaned 
up, and although the ‘Voice of 
the Turtle’ is funny, Hollywood 
has done it again... .if you 
haven't seen the play, see the 
movie; you'll probably enjoy it.

Virst call went at four a. m. 
that morning and the long day be- 
gan. We ate a meal fit for a king 
(eggs) and then returned to our 
rooms to begin cleaning up. Why, 
you may ask, was all this going 
on so long before the dawn. Well, 
Colonel Roller had received word 
from Washington that President 
Truman was on his way here to 
visit for the day. So here we were, 
up long before the chickens clean- 
ing our rooms and shining every- 
thing shineable. 


Bratton announced to us in the 
mecshall that the corps would 
form in front of the barracks one 
hour before Mr. Truman and his 
party arrived and would be in- 
spected by their company com- 
manders. Colonel Roller had the 
jeep adorned with pictures of the 
White House. Cadet Dusty Miner, 
one of those “I’m from Missouri— 
you've got to show me” guys was 
on the welcoming committee to- 
gether with Colonel Roller, Brat- 
ton, Harris, Sanders, Walters, 
Larus, Goffigan, Brown, Aldrich, 
end Fowler. ‘“Injun Joe’ Wells 
was put in solitary confinement 
for the day in case he was a Re- 
publican. Dave Wallace was also 
exiled to Staunton for the day be- 
cause it was feared that the name 
would create hard feeling with 
the President. Marshall was in the 
infirmary so they didn’t have to 
worry about him. 


A special order was read over 
the loudspeaker system announc- 
ing to the corps that all finger 
nails should be blitzed before the 
formation. Shoe chines were to 
be immaculate and everyone was 
to shave at least three times that 
morning. 

The pressmen and _ newsreel 
photographers had arrived and 
they were crawling around on the 
roof looking for — gsoc angles. 
Colonel Louisell and Captain 
Michael were directing the news- 
men and were generally directing 
everything. Major Hoover had a 
staff of photographers strategical- 
ly placed too. 


Then Mitchell stepped into the 
courtyard and blew a triumphal 
call on the bugle. Long before the 
usually dreaded ‘fall in’’ went, ev- 
eryone was down in front of bar- 
racks. Everyone that is except 
Ragsdale and Bazemore who had 
gone skunkhunting and had not 
returned as yet. 

The companies were inspected 
by the company commanders and 
of course, Shappee followed Brat- 
ton around through the battalion.

Car- 
michael and Hrisis were perched 
on the posts at the front entrance 
to shower the presidential party 
with confetti which Carmichael 
had collected from punched out 
holes in railroad tickets. 

Then the great moment came. 
Two motorcycles roared down the 
highway and turned into the gate. 
Following them was a squad car 
cf state tropers and G-Men. Then 
there came into view a long, black 
Cadillac. It turned into the gate 
and roared up the road, stopping 
in the parking place between the 
two cannon lots. And then out 
stepped—five body guards. The 
corps had been given present arms 
by Bratton and he was still in 
doubt as to whether these were 
body guards or not. He figured one 
of them to be the President dis- 
guised so that saboteurs would 
not see him. After examining their 
hands and finding no red paint on 
them, he gave the battalion order 
arms. Hearts were beating so that 
it sounded like Pappas was on the 
loose. The roar of a powerful

other car turning into the drive- 
way. Carmichael signaled from his 
vantage point that it was Mr.

All 
was quiet for a few minutes and 
then the door of the comman- 
dant’s office burst open. Colonel 
Roller followed Mr. Truman out of 
the door and they had frowns on 
their faces. As we found out later, 
it has been discovered that the 
gate keeper at the White House 
had turned out to be a grain specu- 
lator and Mr. Truman had to re- 
turn quickly to Washington. Col- 
onel Roller bade him a fond fare- 
well and Mr. Truman called ‘So 
long to a fine bunch of future 
democrats, I hope.” He _ stepped 
into his car and they were off. 

We were ali then dismissed and 
went back to our rooms to tear 
them back together again and to 
talk about the visit from Harry.

Ordinary mosquitoes called Cuv- 
lex holds its body parallel to the 
surface. These are the three most 
important pests known by man.
